One of the most interes iog and ingenious 
things ever published in the fleld of statis: | r 
tice are the charts of mortality from various 
diseases in the United States, issued in the 
second volume of the Ninth Census. The 
object of these maps is to show, in distinct 
colors, the relative mortality from .va- 
rious diseases in different parts of the 
country. The first chart, which will 
be of great interest to all the inhabit- | the 
ants of the Northern States, is that of the 
“mortality from consu — ” that 
scourge of. this country.

The first 
grade is from 270 to 550, and a band of pure 
white indicates an average of under 200 
deaths from consumption in 10,009. 

To the surprise of most who study this i 4 
teres ing chart, the deepest blue, or the Hfth 
rrade, is not confined to the Eastern States. 

t is true that nearly allof Maine, all of New 
Hampshire, the northern part of Vermont, 
the greater part of Massachusetts, and almost 
all of Rhode Island, and the northeastern por- 
tion of Connecticut, are in the fifth grade, and 
show the terrible average of over one-fifth of 
the deaths to be from consumption. But 
this fatal color appears again in northwest- 
ern New York, on the borders of Lake 
Ontario, on the St. Lawrence. It crops out] 
in Eastern New Jersey; it forms a kind of 
dark island about the upper waters of the 
Ohio; it is seen again in a singular band run- 
nin through Southern Ohio, Northern Ken- 
tucky, end Southeastern Indiana. It is found 
to cover even the eastern part of Tennessee, 
and a part of Middle Tennessee. It is not- 
once seen in the Northwestern States, or in 
the Southern. The next grade of color, 
however, showing a formidable average of 
deaths, of from 1 400 to 2,000, is found largely 
over the West and Northwest. It occupies 

a large part of the peninsula of Michigan, it 
inclades a considerable portion of in- 
ern Wiecons in, of Northern Illinois and 
Eastern Iowa. It appears again in Central |* 
Indiana, in Central Ohio, in Tennessee and 
Western Virginia, and covers the — 
part of the Middle States, except Penns 
vania.
